Our broken immigration system 


During my recent county vis- 
its drbusliout the state, one 
issue was brought up at every 
meeting ~ Mlegal Immigration. 
My goal duting these meetings 
is to learn from Alabamians 
about the problems they face 
each day and issues that concern 
them. These meetings provided 
me a truc understanding of the 
concerns Alabamians have 
about illegal immigration and I 
want you to know that 1 agree. 
This is a problem that must be 
addressed immediately. , 

I believe the first step in 
immigration reform should be to 
stem the flow of illegal aliens 
moving across our borders. 
Each day, thousands of illegal 
immigrants enter the United 
States with little or no resist- 
ance, and accurate sta- 
tistics are difficult to obtain we 
can estimate that currently there 
are at least 12 million illegal 
immigrants in the United States. 
The consequences of our porous 
borders and the illegal immigra- 
tion it fosters are not limited to 
immigration violations. We 
have also experienced break- 
downs in national security, 
weapons and drug smuggling 
across our borders, disruption of 
U.S. military training programs 
and, maybe most importantly, 
an overall decline in respect for 
the laws of this land, As we con- 
tinue to fight the Global War on 
Terror, such a porous ’ border 
represents a significant security 
risk that is unacceptable. 

While there: are. currently 
11,308 border patrol agents pro- 
tecting our country, I believe we 
must work to increase the num- 
ber of agents. and: ensure’ that 
they are better-trained. I also 
believe we. should to take 
advantage of techniques and 
technologies that will physically 
secure our borders, including 
barriers or fences. For example, 
a 14-mile fence along San 
Diego's border has proven near- 
ly impenetrable, and it-is my 


hope. that we" will continue to — 


physically block our borders.

ment, I believe that effective 
reform should contain practical 
measures to track immigrants 
who come here legally and 
ensure that they abide by their 
Visas, Today, it is estimated that 
one-third of illegal immigrants 
actually came to the United 
States legally but over-stayed 
their visas and are now illegal. 
Those who blatantly violate the 
law, such as visa over-stayers, 
should be deported, While there 
are systems in place to track 
aliens through an automated 
entry and exit data system, prob- 
lems with the program leave it 
largely ineffective. We must 
work to ensure that the process 
is streamlined’ to’ document 
immigrants who arrive in this 
country. legally ‘and ensure. that 
they do not overstay their visas. 
Such a system should allow. us 
to quickly ‘and easily identify 
those who do, so that appropri- 
ate action may be taken. 
Further, I believe that we 
should work to establish a more 
efficient and accurate method 
for employers to confirm the 
legal status of potential employ- 
ees. Such a system will allow 
employers to. more readily and 
ezesily comply with the law. 
Those employers refusing to do 
so should be punished to the full 
extent of the law. Moreover, we 
should ensure. that immigrants 
here legally and their employers 
document their work and pay 
the appropriate taxes. Demands 
on social, medical; and welfare 
service throughout this country 
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Elba; AL 36323 
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are already one of the govers- 
ment’s greatest costs, and 
should not be further extended 
for individuals who are residing 
in this country illegally. 

I do not support amnesty for 
illegal immigrants. I believe 
that granting legal status to 
those who have broken our 
laws, by entering the United 
States illegally or overstaying 
their visa, is simply wrong. We 
must not reward bad behavior, 
We do not tum a blind éye to 
lawlessness in any other respect 
in the United States, and contin- 
uing that practice with respect to 
illegal immigration is a mistake 
that we must not make, In addi- 
tion to being wrong in principle, 
such proposals diminish the 
notion of citizenship to this 
great country. It is offensive to 
legal immigrants who have 
stood in line and played by the 
rules to become citizens of this 
country, as well as those still 
waiting legally to enter. 

This country is a nation of 
immigrants, Indeed; much of 
this country’s greatness — its 
stréngth historically - is due ‘to 
the unique, diverse, and rich 
mix of its social makeup, how- 
ever, we must not forget that 
those. immigrants’ who. have 
made our country so great have 
done so by coming here legally. 
The time has, come for us to sep- 
arate our nostalgia for immigra- 
tion from today’s harsher reali- 
ties. 

To date, a number of immi- 
gration reform proposals have, 
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been iaulbiieead ka, both cham- 
bers of Cor I believe that 
the United States can and should 
send the message that we will 
not tolerate illegal immigration. 
Lintend to support the strongest, 
ive immigra- 


the United States Senate for 
consideration. 

Alabamians, I have heard 
your concerms and I will contin- 
ue to work to represent your 
interests. In the coming weeks 
and months, Congress will con- 
sider this and many other issues 
that directly affect you. I look 
forward to working to ensure 
that the interests of Alabama 
and the nation are protected and 
I expect that I will hear from 
many of you on issues about 
which have concerns.

It took two days to complete 
the meeting, but Coffee County 
Commissioners approved a new 
three-year contract for the coun- 
ty’s garbage collection. 

Commissioners began the 
regular bimonthly meeting 
Monday morning, May 8, by 
opening bids for residential col- 
lection trucks and residential 
roll-out containers. After all bids 
had been opened on these items, 
county engineer Randy ‘Tindell 
recommended that commission- 
ers table the bids for review. He 
also suggested commissioner 
recess Monday’s meeting rather 
than adjourn and reconvene 
Tuesday morning; May 9, to dis- 
cuss the bids. His recommenda- 
tion was unanimously approved 
by commissioners. 

Tuesday morning, the meet- 
ing was called: back to order, and 
Tindell said the low bidder 
meéting specifications for the 
residential collection trucks was 
RDK. Truck Sales at $136,428. 
He also said two companies, 
Toter Incorporated and Cascade, 
were low bidders on the residen- 
tial roll-out containers. « 

Next, Tindell reminded com- 
missioners of: the $78,711 per 
month bid on a three-year con- 


tract. received from . Arrow 


Disposal Services during the 


Monday, 
Tindell: told ‘commissioners 
they had two choices. He. said 


they could:either buy the trucks . : 


and cans so the county could 
handle it’s own. garbage collec- 
tion or award the contract to 
Arrow. ‘He ‘said - buying’ the 
trucks and cans would cost the 
county a little over $800,000 
initially. 

Gentry Showes, president of 
Arrow ~Disposal. Services, 
attended a Tuesday, May 2, 
work session for commission- 
ers, and he discussed the three- 
yéar contract bid.

he would review the bid to see if 
there was any way adjustments 
could be made in regards to to 
the cost of fuel and report back 
to Tindell. 

“They (Arrow) are pretty firm 
on their. pricing,” Tindell said 
during Tuesday morning’s 
reconvened meeting.

During Elba City Council meeting 
Police chief says “Click It or Ticket” grant received 


The Elba City Council .han- 
dled only. routine . business 
Monday evening and was fin- 
ished in less than 15 minutes. 

The report: from the Police 
Chief consisted of the printout 
of monthly «activity report on 
each individual officer. Chief 


Freddy Hanchey said the reports 
would continue to show 
inc activity in the’ next 


few weeks as a grant for-over- 
time to help the “Click It or 
Ticket” campaign encouraging 
the use of seat belts has been 
received, 

Monthly bills totaling 
$99,198.92 were approved for 
payment; Mayor James Grimes 


noted that the largest item on the 
list of bills was the purchase of 
gasoline ‘for city vehicles. The 
City of Elba spent $15,780.44 to 
fill municipal gas tanks ‘last 
month. 

Grimes released some com- 
parison numbers he had gleaned 
from financial records dealing 
with gasoline expenses. Fuel 
budgeted costs in the first six 
months of the 2004/2005 fiscal 
year were $22,500, while actual 
usage was~ $28,610 as prices 
were beginning to increase. For 
the same period in the 


2005/2006 year (current year) 
the budget was increased to 
$33,000. However ever increas»— 
ing prices have pushed fuel cost 
up to $40,938 during this time 


period. 

The mayor assured council 
members that every effort was 
being made to conserve fuel but 
many city vehicles must roll 
when there is a job to be done. 
That includes round-the-clock 
duty for police and other 
employees. 

According to the mayor, the 
year-to-date budget shows 
income about $16,000 above 
budget, but expenses at about 
$90,000. over budget. Part of 
that is the gasoline, part is 
reflected in one time payments 
made at the first of the year, but 
other expenses continue to
